The Rule Book for Members.

The current Constitution makes no comments about such matters and when the latest 
Constitution was adopted in 2019, the Rule Book that was in place at that time, was also 
dissolved.

We 
hope of course that these rules will never need to be relied upon, as each member’s 
behaviours are as expected, in a normal law-abiding community.

A Knight to Remember 


Fifty-four years of the joy, struggle, survival and resilience of Dutch Society Neerlandia was 
rewarded and celebrated on 25 June 2023 in the former club house at 230 Cambridge Street, 
Wembley. 


A select group of Neerlandia members were invited to a dinner at the former Dutch clubhouse.

the club moved to Myaree in January 2016.

The ex-clubhouse main hall looked fantastic. President John Zwartkruis welcomed all present and a 


special welcome was made for Dutch Ambassador 
Mrs. Marion Derckx and Honorary Consul and Neerlandia Patron Mr Anthony Willinge. 
Although some of us were surprised to have such VIPs amongst us, no-one thought too much about 
it and continued listening to John’s speech. John explained that the Committee had decided to say 
thank you to executive office bearers of the past and the present and to treat these dedicated 
Neerlandia Members to this evening out. 


A charming and touching detail was that surviving spouses of Presidents, Vice-Presidents, 
Secretaries and Life-Members had also been invited to share the joy. 

All names were called out and ripples of emotion went through the audience when yet another 
name of a late member was mentioned: so many fun memories, so much to reminisce. 


After this walk down memory lane, John continued with introducing that nights’ dinner: As it was 
winter and as this was the Dutch Club, we would be treated to an appropriate Dutch meal. And 
indeed, red cabbage, mashed potatoes and hachee; spruitjes and boontjes — it was a true feast of 
traditional Dutch cooking. Conversations continued while Andre Rieu music played in the 
background. 


Once everyone had finished the main meal, John returned to the microphone to talk a bit more 
about the past, present and the future of the club while it became slowly but certainly clear to all of 
us that the lime light had been directed to Piet Leeflang — a co-founder of Neerlandia and currently 
editor of the Neerlandia magazine. Listening to John it became obvious that Piet’s energy, his 
commitment and strong belief in the Dutch Club, had played a major role in the existence of the 
club, which is still alive and kicking. 


A quick summary of Neerlandia’s history: after the Constitution was drawn up, Dutch Society 
Neerlandia of WA Inc was incorporated in 1969. Then, through raising of debentures, seeking 
donations and a bank loan, “Neerlandia” managed to purchase its own clubhouse at 230 Cambridge 
Street, Wembley. It was October 1972. 

For the next 40 years, “Neerlandia” continued to provide a variety of social functions and a home 
away from home for its members and friends. Over the years though membership aged, 
maintenance of the building increased in cost, and it became increasingly difficult to find 
volunteers to efficiently run the club and its functions. 

This led to the next generation “Neerlandia”. The value of the actual clubhouse had increased 
significantly over the years, so when the building was sold in January 2017, a substantial capital 
became available to “Neerlandia” and was subsequently invested for future growth. The club’s 
activities had by then moved to the Rhein Donau Club in Myaree, where “Neerlandia” had become 
a permanent tenant the year before.

This column is normally written in the Dutch language as we discuss 
and recommend Dutch language books that are added to the collection 
we have presently available for our members. Yet, this article is about 
how we rescued the Neerlandia library for our interested following. 


When we still had our own building, we were able to provide our members a designated reading area. A 
chair, a table and an environment that was inviting to read a book, to borrow one or just finger through the 
pages. 


A driving force in the last few years of the old building was the late Mies Devilée who understood the 
importance of having a Dutch language books collection in Perth. It was her initiative to invite members of 
the Dutch Community who travelled to The Netherlands, to return to Perth with a latest issue of a book of 
their own choice to donate to the Neerlandia Library. 

This was readily and enthusiastically received by the greater Dutch Community. Hence, we were able to 
build an extensive and interesting collection of Dutch language books. It was for this reason that after her 
passing, the library was named “The Neerlandia Mies Library”. 


After the Dutch Club moved to its current location at the Rhein Donau Club, we were given a pleasant 
space with lots of bookshelves and so we shared a library area with RDC’s books. As she had done before 
the move, Mies would be at the club house in Myaree an hour before the Maas & Waal Drinks and 
exhibited 20 books or so on long tables to make the patrons aware of the books available to them. 


A logistic problem developed however, when it became clear that on the Friday nights the whole area 
around the library is occupied by active members of the RDC Shooting Club. This meant that on those 
Fridays the library was not available to the public. This was obviously a big set-back. An additional 
problem appeared over time when the library became a storage room for the Seniors’ Thursday equipment. 


As the books were now not available any longer and difficult to reach, no-one came to borrow and as no 
books were borrowed, the committee assumed that the Dutch Community is not interested in reading Dutch 
books. On top of that RDC wanted its space back. What to do? Where to go with our books? 


After we approached a variety of libraries, we found space for our Dutch language books in the library of 
the City of Vincent, Loftus Street, Leederville. We are currently tidying up the space at RDC by going 
through every book to decide, whether it will come with us or whether it will be donated to the Save the 
children Fund. We have a few criteria to keep a Dutch language book: 1) Dutch author; 2) contemporary/ 
relevant contents; 3) authors mentioned in the Canon van de Nederlandse letterkunde/Dutch literary Canon, 
which was compiled in 2002 by members of the Maatschappij der Nederlandse Letterkunde. 

The Canon exists of the 100 (and then some) most classic literary authors and the 125 most classic works in 
the Dutch language. In 2021 the Canon was updated and consequently Anton de Kom’s: “Wij slaven van 
Suriname” was added to the Neerlandia book collection. 


No doubt you will share our relief and happiness of having saved about 400 titles that will be, before too 
long, available again in Vincent. Not just to Neerlandia members, but also to the greater community, be it 
friends and guests visiting Perth or adolescents studying Dutch as an ATAR subject. 


Meanwhile we will continue to review books and tell you about them. Don’t forget that you can listen and 
download “audible Public Domain books” for free through a website, which Machiel discovered on the 
Internet. Please contact him if you are interested in using this free, fascinating facility. Machiel is on:

the beautiful, light, user friendly library in the City of Vincent with ample free parking available.
